1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed 09/2 1 /2005. 

2. Claims 1-7 and 21 are pending, and claims 8-20 have been cancelled. 

3. In light of amendment to the claims, claims rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 and 21 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-4, 6 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Malita 
(US 5,388,357). 

7. Re claims 1-4, 6, and 21: Malita discloses a method of installing a light assembly 
including the steps of providing a first modular light assembly including a first printed circuit 
board base (28) having a first types of illumination sources (incandescent lamp in col. 6, line 61), 
providing a second modular light assembly including a second printed circuit board base (28) 
having a second type of illumination source (LED lamp in col. 6, line 60), providing a trim bezel 
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having a single common mounting location adapted to accept either one of the first modular light 
assembly (incandescent lamp) and the second modular light assembly (LED lamp), mounting the 
one of the first and the second modular light assemblies to the common location of the trim 
bezels (48). Further, Malita's first and second printed circuit boards (28) are connecting the 
illumination source to a source of electrical energy with a wiring harness assembly. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Malita in view of 
Vaitus et al. (US 6,834,906 B2). 

10. Re claims 5: Malita dose not disclose a switch on the printed circuit board bases. Vaitus 
shows a switch on a printed circuit board (140 in Fig. 6). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ a switch on Malita's 
printed circuit board base as Vaitus taught in order to turn on/off the illumination sources 
conveniently on the printed circuit board. 

1 1 . Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Malita in view of 
Barnett et al. (US 6,541,800 B2). 
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Re claims 7 and 15-20: Malita does not disclose a plurality of outwardly extending mounting 
fingers of the trim bezels. However, Barnett teaches a plurality of outwardly extending mounting 
fingers (54 in Fig. 5) of the trim bezels (40). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to employ Barnett' s mounting fingers onto Pederson's 
trim bezels in order to provide a easy connection to the trim bezels.
